This  day  is  a  unique  day  in  the  book  of  history  for  the  Town  of  Stark.  The 
placement  of  the  General  John  Stark  Statue  in  our  town  will  forever  be  an  icon, 
not  only  to  the  people  of  our  region,  but  also  to  the  thousands  of  people  who  will 
pass  this  way  in  years  to  come. 

The  General  John  Stark  Statue  represents  all  those  principles  which  are  good  about 
the  United  States  of  America;  individuals  who  are  dedicated  to  the  positive  values 
of  their  country,  community,  and  family;  individuals  who  in  the  face  of  adversity, 
pledge  allegiance  to  America  and  step  forward  to  lead  the  people  out  of  despair 
and  into  hope;  and  individuals  who  in  the  name  of  freedom  and  liberty  for  their 
country  and  its  citizens,  live  the  General  John  Stark  motto-"Live  Free  or  Die, 
death  is  not  the  worst  of  evils". 

Let  this  statue  of  General  John  Stark  be  a  reminder  to  us  today,  and  in  the  future, 
of  all  those  sacrifices,  which  many  Americans  made  in  order  for  you  and  I  to  have 
the  privilege  to  live  in  the  many  beautiful  places  throughout  our  great  country. 


Closing  Remarks 
Everett  R.  Frizzell,  Selectman 
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Selectmen's  Report 

The  year  2001  was  a  busy  one  for  the  Selectmen's  Office.  The  Board  was  called 
before  the  Bureau  of  Land  and  Tax  Appeals  in  Concord  because  of  a  C.O.D. 
greater  than  20.  The  outcome  of  this  hearing  was  a  requirement  to  have  a  town 
wide  revaluation  completed  by  2003.  The  cost  of  this  will  be  about  $45,000  and  it 
should  be  done  by  early  spring. 

Many  accomplishments  were  made  during  the  year  such  as  the  re-construction  of  a 
half-mile  of  the  Northside  Road  from  the  Gibson  house  to  the  Gonyer  house. 
Approximately  one  mile  of  road  in  various  parts  of  town  were  sealed. 

We  met  with  State  D.O.T  Engineers  and  plans  are  in  the  works  to  re-construct  the 
Bell  Hill  Raihoad  Crossing  and  have  warning  lights  installed.  This  project  is  80% 
funded  by  the  Federal  Government,  with  the  Town  share  being  about  $  21,000. 

The  Covered  Bridge  has  been  rewired  and  the  Christmas  lights  now  run  on  a  timer. 
This  should  make  for  some  happy  photographers!  The  bridge  is  also  on  the  State 
D.O.T  "red  list".  We  have  requested  an  estimate  to  reconstruct  and  repair  it  in  the 
near  future. 

The  Board  is  in  the  process  of  developing  a  plan  to  close  the  former  landfill  on 
Percy  Road.  Monitoring  wells  have  been  installed  and  we  are  pursuing  a  method 
of  purchasing  the  property  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  The  State  currently 
has  the  town  on  its  hst  for  landfill  reclamation  by  2004. 

The  cemetery  restoration  is  coming  along  nicely.  The  middle  section  of  the 
Village  Cemetery  is  half  completed.  We  hope  to  be  finished  with  this  section 
within  the  next  two  years. 

We  have  resubmitted  the  LCHIP  Grant  Application  in  hopes  that  the  Gibson 
property  can  be  purchased  and  restored  in  the  immediate  future. 

Last  but  not  least,  the  General  John  Stark  Statue  was  erected  on  September  28*  . 
Members  of  the  Stark  Improvement  Fund  attended  a  dedication  of  the  General 
John  Stark  Statue  in  Bennington,  Vermont  in  the  fall  of  2000.  General  Stark  was 
the  hero  of  the  Battie  of  Bennington.  At  this  dedication,  members  from  S.I.F.  met 
Mr.  John  Threlfell,  who  is  a  direct  descendent  of  John  Stark.  Mr.  Threlfell 
financed  the  casting  and  installation  of  the  statue  at  the  Bennington  Monument. 
After  conversing  with  Mr.  Threlfell,  he  offered  to  visit  our  town  and  arrangements 
were  soon  made  to  have  a  statue  cast  donated  to  Stark.  We  were  then  faced  with 
the  issue  of  a  location  for  the  statue 


We  solicited  Mr.  Kenneth  Wagner  about  purchasing  the  triangular  lot  across  from 
the  old  fire  station.  Much  to  our  surprise  and  appreciation,  Mr.  Wagner  donated 
the  property  and  volunteered  to  help  with  the  project.  With  the  use  of  our  road 
agent  and  many  volunteers,  the  statue  was  dedicated  and  we  now  have  a  beautiftil 
park  and  wonderful  statue  of  General  Stark,  our  Town's  namesake.

Office  Manager's  Report 


My  first  year  as  Office  Manager  has  been  both  rewarding  and  fulfilling.  I  was 
fortunate  to  have  some  knowledge  of  day  to  day  operations  prior  to  being 
appointed  in  January  2001. 

I  am  pleased  to  announce  that  the  New  Hampshire  Municipal  Association  has 
awarded  us  S^'*  place  for  Excellence  in  Annual  Reports.  This  is  the  fourth 
consecutive  year  that  Stark  has  received  an  award.  This  in  itself,  made  my  first 
year  gratifying. 

Last  November,  Weeks  Medical  Center  held  a  Flu  Clinic  at  the  town  hall.  Since 
many  residents  took  advantage  of  this  service,  plans  are  in  the  works  for  another 
one  in  the  fall. 

This  years  biggest  challenge  will  be  the  town  wide  revaluation  which  began  in 
November  of  2001.  Avitar,  our  assessing  company,  has  completed  most  of  the 
field  work.  A  significant  amount  of  resources  will  be  used  to  update  the  office 
data  base  for  all  69 1  parcels  of  property  in  town. 

The  Department  of  Revenue  is  now  requiring  that  all  towns  become  "certified". 
This  certification  process  requires  that  municipal  records  such  as  current  use, 
elderly  exemptions,  and  property  tax  cards  be  updated  in  accordance  with  new 
State  guidelines.  This  is  not  a  pass  or  fail  test,  however,  DRA  will  work  closely 
with  the  town  to  obtain  an  acceptable  score. 

I  sincerely  thank  the  Selectmen  for  their  hard  work  and  patience  throughout  the 
year.  I  thank  you,  the  residents  of  Stark,  for  your  continued  support  and 
encouragement.

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Dog  Licenses 
It's  The  Law 

Every  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  three  months  old  or  over  shall  annually,  on  or 
before  April  30*,  cause  it  to  be  licensed.  (RSA  466: 1) 

Proof  of  rabies  vaccination  by  a  licensed  veterinarian  must  be  presented  before  a 
dog  license  will  be  issued. 

Every  dog  must  wear  ils  license  tag.  (RSA  466: 13). 

A  $  25.00  penalty  will  be  assessed  to  the  dog  owner  for  failure  to  license  any  dog. 
(RSA  466: 13). 

License  Fees:  (RSA  466:4) 

$  20.00-Group  license  (up  to  10  dogs) 

$    6.50-Spayed  or  neutered 

$    9.00-Female  or  male 

$    2.00-Owners  over  age  65  (one  dog  only) 

The  Town  of  Stark  has  an  enforced  leash  law,  which  states  that  no  dog  shall  run  at 
large  unless  the  owner  accompanies  it.  (RSA  466:30a). 

It  is  a  State  law  that  all  cats  3  months  of  age  and  over  be  vaccinated  against  rabies.

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Tax  Collector's  Report 


The  year  2001  was  pretty  uneventful  from  the  tax  collection  standpoint,  which  I 
guess  is  a  good  sign  that  things  are  going  smoothly.  Of  the  total  property  tax 
committed  for  collection  in  2001,  an  amazing  94%  had  been  collected  by 
December  31^^  This  matches  our  previous  high  of  94%  for  the  year  1999.  It's 
obvious  that  our  lower  tax  rate  is  making  it  much  easier  for  people  to  pay  on  time. 
And  many  more  are  also  able  to  take  advantage  of  the  5%  discount  for  prompt 
payment.  Keep  up  the  good  work! 

Our  computer  software  provider,  Avitar  Associates  of  New  England,  has  opened  a 
branch  office  in  Milan  and  now  holds  user  group  workshops  there  approximately 
every  three  months.  It's  much  more  convenient  than  when  these  workshops  were 
held  only  at  their  main  office  near  Concord.  The  sessions  are  extremely  helpful  in 
solving  any  problems  users  are  having  and  for  discussing  ways  to  make  the 
software  even  better. 

The  NH  Tax  Collectors  Association  also  holds  excellent  workshops  and  seminars 
every  spring  and  again  at  the  annual  fall  convention.  I  attend  all  of  them  because 
there  are  always  many  new  things  to  learn  and  understand  -  particularly  new 
legislation  that  affects  the  collection  of  property,  timber  and  gravel  taxes. 

It's  hard  for  me  to  believe,  but  in  April,  2002, 1  will  have  been  your  Tax  Collector 
for  eight  years.  They  have  been  good  years  and  I've  enjoyed  the  job  very  much.  I 
thank  you  for  your  continued  support  and  am  always  happy  to  help  anyone  at 
anytime  with  a  tax-related  problem.

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Road  Agent  Report 


I'm  sure  nobody  has  forgotten  how  much  snow  fell  on  us  last  year,  I  know  I 
haven't .  That  had  to  be  one  of  the  longest  winters  of  my  career.  From  January  4* 
to  April  1^,  I  put  5,000  miles  on  the  plow  truck.  That  is  a  lot  of  plowing  and 
sanding! 

A  lot  of  repairs  were  made  to  the  1  ton  and  plow  truck.  They  are  both  getting  old 
and  require  more  maintenance. 

The  town  made  a  very  good  investment  with  the  purchase  of  the  Caterpillar 
Backhoe.  It  is  a  fine  machine  and  does  an  excellent  job  at  ditching  with  the 
swinger  attachment  that  was  installed  on  the  machine.  1  had  the  opportunity  to  use 
it  a  lot  last  summer  and  find  it  a  pleasure  to  operate. 

Roughly  3  miles  of  road  was  oil  sealed  last  fall. 

Albert  Cloutier,  Jr.  reconstructed  the  road  from  the  Gibson  property  to  the  Gonyer 
property,  leaving  a  small  piece  by  Lee  Hill.  The  whole  stretch  wiU  be  seeing 
pavement  (pug  mix)  in  2002.  Numerous  culverts  were  replaced  and  the  road  was 
ditched  and  raised. 

Leighton  Meadow  Road  washed  out  in  the  spring,  as  water  went  over  the  length  of 
the  road  and  a  small  section  of  Sullivan  Road. 

The  new  backhoe  got  a  good  workout  clearing  the  lot  for  the  General  John  Stark 
Statue  Dedication.  The  town  truck  made  many  trips  with  debris. 

Overall  the  town's  equipment  was  put  to  good  use.  It  was  a  very  busy  year  and  I 
enjoyed  working  for  the  Town  of  Stark  and  look  forward  to  giving  the  town 
another  year  of  service. 


Maurice  C.  Hibbard,  Road  Agent 
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FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 


This  has  been  a  very  busy  year  for  the  members  of  the  Fire  Dept.  We  moved  into 
our  new  station  in  February,  and  throughout  the  year  we  installed  the  septic 
system,  loamed  and  seeded  the  grounds,  and  erected  a  flagpole. 

We  hosted  a  number  of  meetings  and  trainings  throughout  the  year  such  as  the 
second  annual  Rabies  Clinic  with  more  than  40  pets  coming  in  to  get  shots  and  to 
be  licensed  with  the  town.  We  had  an  Open  House  at  the  end  of  June  for  people  to 
visit,  have  a  bite  to  eat,  and  listen  to  a  group  of  people  from  the  Percy  Summer 
Club  play  Blue  Grass  music.  Approximately  60  attended  this  function.  Portland 
Natural  Gas  Transmission  System  personnel  came  the  evening  that  we  held  the 
Northern  New  Hampshire  Mutual  Fire  Aid  Pact  Meeting.  They  demonstrated  the 
differences  between  natural  gas  and  propane,  and  put  on  a  slide  show  of  different 
parts  of  the  pipe  line.  Kim  Nielsen  of  the  "Cohos  Trail"  held  a  meeting  here  also. 
We  are  hosting  a  Fire  Fighter  One-Certification  course  which  involves  around  125 
hours  of  training  in  different  aspects  of  fire  fighting  with  people  attending  from 
different  departments  around  the  region. 

Various  members  have  taken  training  in  a  number  of  different  areas,  such  as  Scott 
Air  Pac  Training  and  a  house  bum  at  Stratford  Hollow.  Ladder  training  was  held 
in  Groveton,  with  Lancaster  bringing  their  aerial  ladder  truck  also.  There  was  the 
annual  Warden  &  Deputy  Warden  training  at  the  Wilderness  Ski  Area  in 
Colebrook  which  consisted  of  Pumps  and  Fire  Lines.  Wausau  Paper  of  NH,  in 
Groveton,  hosted  a  20  hour  training  program  on  Confmed  Space  Rescue  for  a  few 
members  of  different  departments  in  the  area,  put  on  by  the  NH  Fire  Academy  of 
Concord  NH.,  of  which  two  people  from  Stark  took  the  course.  We  also  have  two 
people  taking  the  Fire  Fighter  One  course  mentioned  earlier,  and  one  person  was 
certified  to  drive  the  Ambulance. 

We  had  a  bad  year  with  our  front  line  Pumper  and  Tanker.  The  night  we  had  the 
structure  fire  on  North  Side  Road,  a  coolant  line  broke  off  the  pumper  and  the 
engine  heated  up  and  cracked  the  heads  on  the  engine  so  we  had  to  replace  them. 
Then  in  December  the  radiator  had  to  be  replaced  on  the  same  pumper.  In  May, 
on  the  way  back  from  washing  bridges  in  Crystal,  a  moose  ran  out  in  front  of  the 
tanker  and  was  struck  right  smack  dab  in  the  middle  of  the  front  of  the  truck.  The 
moose  was  pronounced  dead  at  the  scene,  and  the  insurance  company  totaled  the 
truck.  They  allowed  us  $2400.00  for  the  truck,  so  we  had  to  look  around  for 
another  truck  to  transform  into  a  tanker.  When  it  came  time  to  take  the  tank  off  the 
old  truck  and  put  it  on  the  newer  truck,  we  found  the  tank  was  beginning  to  rust 
through  and  wasn't  worth  keeping  so  we  had  to  scout  around  for  another  truck. 
Fmally  things  are  coming  together  and  we  should  have  our  front  line  tanker  ready 
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to  go  before  too  long. 

Groveton  has  had  three  ambulances  and  only  room  to  house  two  of  them,  so  we 
are  storing  the  third  one  in  our  station.  We  have  three  people  in  town  that  are 
certified  to  operate  it  and  respond  as  medical  personnel,  and  one  more  certified  to 
drive  it.  If  the  need  arises  we  are  able  to  respond  to  a  scene  with  it.  But  most  of 
the  time  when  you  call  for  an  ambulance,  the  ambulance  will  be  coming  from 
Groveton.  It  was  bought  mainly  for  race  track  coverage  in  Groveton,  and  as  a 
back  up  if  both  of  the  other  ambulances  are  on  duty  elsewhere.

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Emergency  Management  Report 

There  were  no  major  emergencies  in  Stark  last  year,  despite  the  many  severe  ter- 
rorist and  violent  events  and  storms  elsewhere.  However,  we  cannot  assume  that 
nothing  serious  will  ever  happen  here.  We  simply  cannot  afford  to  become  compla- 
cent, not  think  ahead  and  not  prepare  as  best  we  can  for  possible  trouble. 

The  core  of  our  preparedness  is  Stark's  Emergency  Management  Plan.  This  lists 
the  hazards  that  might  someday  happen  here  and  how  we  can  best  respond.  I  sug- 
gest everyone  review  our  plan  and  discuss  it  with  town  officials.  The  plan  was  is- 
sued in  September  2000,  but  is  becoming  outdated  and  should  be  revised  again 
soon.  Threats  are  constantly  changing  and  we  must  too. 

New  input  for  our  emergency  plan  will  come  from  a  Hazard  Mitigation  plaiming 
program  we  hope  to  start  soon.  This  will  be  fully  funded  by  a  grant  because  Stark  is 
too  small  a  community  to  afford  such  a  large  project  otherwise.  We'll  begin  with  a 
well-publicized  pubhc  meeting  to  discuss  what  hazards  might  happen  here.  Anyone 
with  suggestions,  questions  or  concerns  should  attend  or  contact  me  beforehand. 

In  addition  to  emergency  preparedness  by  the  town,  every  household  and  every 
business  should  also  be  well  prepared.  Each  should  have  a  good  emergency  man- 
agement plan  that  is  tested  and  updated  regularly.  Include  assistance  in  these  plans 
to  neighbors  and  family  who  may  less  able  to  help  themselves.  Good  preparation 
also  includes  at  least  three  day's  supphes  kept  on  hand  at  all  times.  For  a  home,  the 
minimum  supplies  should  include  water  for  cooking,  drinking,  washing  and  sanita- 
tion, nutritious  food,  lamps  and  candles,  flashlights  and  a  portable  radio  with  extra 
batteries,  personal  medicines  and  first  aid  supplies,  a  safe  source  of  heat  (if  possi- 
ble), smoke  detectors  and  fu-e  extinguishers,  and  plenty  of  fuel  in  a  vehicle  if  you 
need  to  evacuate. 

A  serious  emergency  will  spread  the  town's  resources  very  thin.  We  may  not  be 
able  to  get  to  everyone  quickly  and  outside  assistance  could  take  days  to  arrive.  A 
good  emergency  management  plan  allows  the  town  to  respond  as  efficiently  and 
quickly  as  possible.  And  good  emergency  planning  by  households  and  businesses, 
plus  at  least  three  day's  supphes  kept  on  hand,  are  very  wise  precautions — 
especially  during  our  increasingly  hazardous  times.

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Police  Report 


It  was  a  busy  year  for  the  department.  We  handled  the  following  number  of 
cases/calls  for  service:  6  juvenile  calls,  2  criminal  trespass,  2  untimely  deaths,  1 
disorderly  conduct,  1  set  fire,  8  dogs  running  at  large,  barking  or  vicious,  3  noise 
complaints,  10  alcohol  related  offenses,  2  ATV'S  operating  on  the  roadway,  4 
illegally  parked  cars  (3  were  towed)  2  school  bus  violations,  41  speeding  tickets,  3 
solid  line  violations,  1  child  restraint  violation,  1  operating  without  a  valid  license, 
1  failure  to  keep  right  and  1  conduct  after  an  accident. 

Emerson  Road  saw  a  lot  of  heavy  truck  traffic  last  season.  There  are' three  active 
gravel  pits  in  the  area  using  Emerson  Road  to  get  access  to  Route  110  and 
complaints  about  speeding  were  numerous.  The  posted  speed  limit  is  35  MPH. 
Both  Roy  Hudson  and  I  have  radar  units  and  travel  Emerson  Road.  What  we  have 
observed  is  that  most  trucks  are  traveling  at  35  MPH  or  less,  but  appear  to  be 
going  faster  due  to  their  size.  Speeding  tickets  were  issued  to  those  traveling 
above  the  posted  limit.  I  also  contacted  all  of  the  companies  that  were  hauling 
gravel  and  explained  that  the  speed  of  35MPH  was  a  maximum  for  safety  reasons. 
I  also  explained  to  these  companies  that  the  town  has  spent  considerable  time  and 
effort  up-grading  the  road.  I  requested  that  they  explain  to  the  drivers  that  along 
with  being  unsafe,  speed  also  breaks  down  the  road  edges  and  surfaces.  With 
strict  enforcement,  things  seem  to  be  getting  better.  I  would  suggest  that  if 
ANYONE  in  town  has  a  safety  issue  with  any  vehicle,  ANYWHERE  in  town  to 
note  the  registration  number,  time  and  location  and  call  me.  I  would  much  rather 
contact  the  owner  about  the  matter  than  let  it  go  and  have  to  respond  to  an  accident 
later. 

As  there  were  a  number  of  dog  related  complaints,  I  would  again  suggest  that  if 
your  neighbor's  dog  is  annoying  you,  contact  the  owner/keeper  of  the  dog  and  try 
to  reach  some  type  of  understanding.  If  you  can't  accomplish  this;  the  police  are 
required  to  process  any  written  complaint  and  issue  a  civil  notice  to  the 
owner/keeper.  The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  form  that  the  dog  owner/keeper 
will  receive  along  with  a  copy  of  the  written  complaint.  Please  note  a  court 
appearance  is  required  upon  the  third  complaint  that  occurs  in  a  calendar  year. 

Notice  To  Owners  Or  Keepers  Of  Dogs 

Under  State  Laws,  RSA  466:31  Section  II your  dog  is  considered  to  be  a  nuisance 

if: 

It  barks  for  sustained  periods  of  time,  or  during  the  night  hours  as  to  disturb  the 

peace  and  quiet  of  a  neighborhood  area. 
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//  digs,  scratches,  or  excretes  (waste  matter  from  the  body)  or  causes  waste  or 
garbage  to  be  scattered  on  property  other  than  its  owner 's,  or  runs  at  large. 
Any  female  dog  in  season  (heat)  is  not  permitted  to  run  at  large  or  be  off  the 
premises  of  the  owner  or  keeper  during  this  period  except  when  being  exercised 
on  a  leash  by  a  responsible  adult.  At  all  other  times  such  dog  shall  be  confined 
within  a  building  or  enclosure  in  such  manner  that  she  will  not  come  in  contact 
(except  for  intentional  breeding  purpose)  with  a  male  dog.  A  female  dog  in  heat 
shall  not  be  used  for  hunting. 

Under  State  Laws,  RSA  466:31  Section  II  your  dog  is  considered  to  be  a 

menace  if: 

It  growls,  snaps  at,  runs  after  or  chases  any  person  or  persons. 

If  it  runs  after,  or  chases  bicycles,  motor  vehicles,  motorcycles,  or  other  vehicles 

driven,  pulled  or  pushed  on  the  streets,  highways,  or  public  ways. 

Under  State  Laws,  RSA  466:31  Section  II your  dog  is  considered  to  be  vicious  if: 
Whether  alone  or  in  a  pack  with  other  dogs,  it  bites,  attacks,  or  preys  on  game 
animals,  domestic  animals,  fowl  or  human  beings. 

Any  person  who  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  RSA  466:31  shall  be  liable  for  a 
civil  forfeiture,  which  shall  be  paid  to  the  clerk  of  the  town  or  city  wherein  such 
dog  is  owned  or  kept  within  96  hours  of  the  date  and  time  notice  is  given  by  any 
law  enforcement  officer  to  the  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  in  violation  of  RSA 
466:31.  If  the  forfeiture  is  paid  said  payment  shall  be  in  full  satisfaction  of  the 
assessed  penalty.  The  forfeiture  shall  be  in  amount  as  specified  for  the  following 
violations. 

Nuisance  Offenses-$  25.00  per  offense 

Menace  Offenses-$  50.00 per  offense 

Vicious  Offenses-  $100.00 per  offense 

We  received  the  radar  unit  approved  at  the  last  Town  Meeting.  The  NH  Highway 
Safety  Agency  reimbursed  the  Town  50%  of  the  total  cost  of  $  1,575,  or  $  787.50. 
It  has  been  put  to  good  use  and  we  have  been  allowed  to  keep  the  "loaner  unit"  as 
long  as  we  can  document  that  it  is  being  used  for  speed  enforcement.  The 
Highway  Safety  Agency  provides  the  matching  funds  through  a  Federal  program 
that  has  shown  local  speed  enforcement  reduces  the  number  of  accidents. 

We  were  also  able  to  get  (through  a  grant),  a  state  of  the  art  Astro  Digital  Radio 
valued  at  $  3,287,  with  our  only  cost  being  to  purchase  an  up  graded  antenna 
required  for  our  location.  Installation  was  also  paid  by  the  grant.  The  grant 
allowed  one  radio  per  500  in  population.  On  May  30,  2001  I  submitted  a  request 
to  the  Criminal  Justice  Information  Systems  Committee,  better  knows  as  "CJIS", 
with  a  "request  for  special  exception  to  exceed  allocation  based  on  population"  in

order  to  obtain  additional  funds  for  one  or  more  digital  portable  radios.  These  are 
priced  at  $  2,839  each.  Initial  response  to  the  request  was  positive  but  to  date,  no 
approval  has  been  granted.  I  remain  hopeful  we  will  receive  approval.  These  up 
grades  are  necessary  as  the  state  is  going  to  all  digital  communications  in  the  near 
future. 

The  Town  of  Stark  receives  no  money  from  motor  vehicles  fines,  however  we  did 
receive  $  3,000  for  alcohol  related  offenses,  $  64  for  ATV  offenses,  dogs 
generated  $  175  in  penalties  and  $  1 10  for  pistol  permits  was  collected  making  for 
a  total  of  $  3,349  to  the  town. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  people  in  town.  Officers  Francis  Hopps,  Donald  Croteau, 
Roy  Hudson,  Bruce  Oakes,  Mark  Keddy,  the  Selectmen  and  office  staff  for  your 
help  and  support.

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Transfer  Station  Report 

Like  recycling  itself  there  is  no  great  excitement  with  the  numbers  generated  by 
this  activity.  However,  I'm  sure  there  are  some  of  you  who  would  appreciate  a 
few  of  these  figures. 

We  processed  5,860  drops,  which  was  a  slight  decrease  from  2000  for  an  average 
of  56  visits  per  public  day  compared  to  59.  Compactor  weight  was  also  down,  but 
by  only  less  than  two  tons  to  88.42  tons  of  general  household  waste.  Even  with 
that  less  volume  it  was  necessary  to  make  one  additional  trip  for  a  total  of  eight  to 
the  landfill  due  to  the  cold  weather  stiffening  of  the  contents  within  that  big  box 
we  are  all  so  fond  of  There  was,  also,  about  a  22%  increase  in  all  that  bulky  stuff 
dumped  into  the  open  top  container  for  a  total  of  30.85  tons  for  six  trips  to  the  new 
A.V.R.R.D.D.  transfer  station  where  it  is  all  size  reduced  before  being  deposited 
within  the  Mr.  Carberry  Landfill.  There  is  a  $  40.00  hauling  increase  per  trip  for 
2002.  Needless  to  say,  the  smaller  you  can  make  it  the  better  we  can  take  it. 
Additionally,  there  was  8.6  tons  of  this  type  of  waste  taken  directly  by  some  of 
you  to  said  facility  for  processing.  We  also  made  three  in-house  deliveries  of 
nearly  two  tons  for  a  grand  total  of  41.39  tons  for  all  bulky  waste  (excluding  non- 
burnable  wood)-  a  35%  increase  over  2000  with  a  $  85.00  per  ton  tipping  fee 
attached.  We  did  make  two  trips  of  that  non-burnable  wood  for  a  total  of  3.5  tons. 
Fortunately,  there  is  no  additional  cost  associated  with  the  waste;  a  good  reason 
for  keeping  wood  out  of  the  open-top 

There  was  no  scrap  steel  and  iron  picked  up  last  year  due  to  a  negative  market.  It 
would  currently  cost  us  about  $  5.00  per  ton  with  a  waitii\g  period  of  several 
months.  When  removed,  hopefully  this  spring,  all  those  piles  will  START  at  the 
fence  line  working  forward  using  flexible  barricades.  Extensive  magnetic 
sweeping  will  be  done  at  this  time.  With  greater  use  of  the  nail  burrow  potential 
tire  damage  could  be  kept  to  a  minimum. 

We  did  collect  $  440.00  from  a  total  of  3,476  lbs  of  scrap  aluminum,  copper, 
brass,  stainless  steel,  and  copper  wire;  about  half  of  the  revenue  per  pound 
compared  to  three  years  ago  when  this  program  was  initiated.  This  will  always  be 
a  worthwhile  effort  considering  what  little  processing  time  is  involved.  Also  on 
the  revenue  side,  we  collected  $  82.00  from  some  real  odd-ball  stuff  and  those  fee 
items  that  you  like  to  wait  until  "Free-Day"  to  bring  m  contributed  $351.00,  a 
270%  increase  over  2000! 

Paper  products,  the  category  that  can  really  sting  us  (Ya  gotta  do  better  folks!) 
jumped  considerably  this  past  year.  Newspapers,  etc.,  increased  over  90%  to  just 
over  13  tons.    Boxboard,  etc.,  increased  about  95%  to  just  over  five  tons  and 
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"Little  Red"  collected  625  lbs  of  Kraft  paper;  slightly  less  than  last  year,  but  still  a 
lot  of  "brown  bags".  But,  the  biggest  winner  of  all  was  corrugated  cardboard  with 
a  97%  increase  to  6.54  tons.  (You  might  conclude  it  is  not  being  burned  at  home 
as  much  as  it  has  been,  perhaps?) 

The  combined  plastics  were  relatively  the  same  this  year  for  a  total  of  6',310 
pounds.  Steel  and  aluminum  cans  were  960  pounds  heavier,  about  a  10%  increase. 
We  also  moved  out  678  tires  (which  included  some  from  previous  years)  at  a  cost 
of  .97  cents  per  tire;  our  best  deal  ever.  The  fees  collected  from  tires  last  year  only 
reduced  the  cost  per  tire  by  ten  cents. 

Our  total  collection  for  2001  was  171.26  tons  of  which  37.95  tons  were  recycled, 
about  22%.  These  figures  caimot  be  compared  to  previous  years  in  that  some 
categories  have  been  redistributed  and/or  eliminated  (the  scrap  steel  is  excluded). 
However,  the  "hard-core"  was  an  increase  of  about  15%  for  recycled  material.  So 
much  for  the  numbers. 

The  2002  schedule  v^ll  be  primarily  concerned  with  the  completion  of  the  2001 
schedule.  The  enlargement  of  the  container  bay  fronts  to  accommodate  the  new 
back-hoe  just  about  consumed  our  allotted  maintenance  budget.  This  was  not 
foreseen  at  budget  time.  However,  we  were  able  to  expand  the  area  for  scrap 
metal  with  the  removal  of  that  knoll  adjacent  to  the  east  fence,  and  to  construct  a 
new  base  for  the  bum  pile.  The  cement  block  berm  will  be  installed  this  year. 

All  of  the  mov'n  and  shak'n  for  2001  would  not  have  been  electric  without  the 
combined  energies  and  capabilities  of  Donald  (who  uses  a  funny  ruler  for  his 
2x4's),  Moe  (whose  back-hoe  brings  cries  of  encore!),  Andy,  (whose  paint  brush 
is  swung  like  a  tennis  racket,  Jim,  (whose  plow  blade  removes  the  need  for  snow 
shoes),  and  Sue  (whose  typing  is  challenged  by  my  use  of  the  English  language). 

Looking  forward  to  serving  all  of  you  again  in  2002  by  removing  your  caps  and 
lids,  separating  your  paper,  flattening  your  cardboard,  picking  up  your  nails,  re- 
arranging your  recyclables,  separating  your  wood,  emptying  your  paint  cans 
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The  mystery  of  the  "White  Phantom"  continues!

(www.northemgatewaychamber.org)  and  a  link  to  the  website  on  the  NH  state 
tourism  website. 

Near  term  plans: 

Updating  and  reissuing  the  Relocation  Guide,  a  guide  targeted  to  those  individuals 
and  families  seeking  to  relocate  to  the  area.  It  contains  information  that  addresses 
questions  people  have  when  they  are  looking  to  relocate.  Chamber  members  only 
are  allowed  to  advertise  their  business  in  this  publication. 
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A  mim  business  expo  for  small  businesses  in  our  service  area,  open  to  members 
and  non-members  alike. 

The  Chamber  is  a  financially  sound  organization,  and  is  growing  its  financial 
resources.  Those  resources  will  then  be  used  to  market  the  area  and  the  chamber 
businesses.

Highlights  in  review-200 1 : 

Medicare  Hospice  Certification:  In  March,  the  home  health  agency  received 
approval  to  provide  Medicare  Hospice  services  to  the  terminally  ill.  The  program 
benefits  Medicare  (and  some  commercial  insurance)  patients  with  a  wider  range  of 
services,  including  palliative  medications  and  equipment. 

Critical  Access  Hospital:  In  August,  the  hospital  was  approved  as  a  "critical 
access  hospital"  by  Medicare.  This  designation  was  created  to  help  ensure  the 
survival  of  small  rural  hospitals  by  allowing  direct  cost  reimbursement. 

Littleton  Satellite  Ofifice:  With  increased  home  health  referrals  in  the  Littieton 
area,  the  Trustees  approved  the  opening  of  a  satellite  office  in  June.  An  RN  and 
Home  Health  Aide  currentiy  staff  the  office. 

Flu  Clinics:  The  home  health  agency  coordinated  this  year's  annual  Flu  Clinics. 
At  40  sites  during  October  and  November,  1637  persons  received  their  flu  shots. 

Baby  Visits:  It  is  easy  to  think  that  home  health  services  are  "only  for  seniors".  In 
2001,  the  agency  provided  32  children  with  postpartum  and  well-child  visits. 

The  Town  of  Stark  received  a  total  of  2,122  visits  and  units  fi-om  Weeks  Home 
Health  in  the  year  2001.

An  audit  also  includes  assessing  the 
accounting  principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  by  management,  as  well 
as  evaluating  the  overall  financial  state  presentation.  We  believe  that  our  audit 
provides  a  reasonable  basis  for  our  opinion.

principles.  Also,  in  our  opinion,  the  combining  and  individual  fund  financial 
statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  all  material  respects,  -the  financial 
position  of  the  individual  funds  of  the  Town  as  of  December  31,  2000,  and  the 
results  of  operations  of  such  funds  and  the  cash  flows  of  non-expendable  trust 
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funds  for  the  year  then  ended  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles. 

Our  audit  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  general-purpose 
financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole  and  on  the  combining  and  individual  fund 
fmancial  statements.  The  accompanying  financial  information  listed  as 
supplemental  schedules  in  the  table  of  contents  is  presented  for  purposes  of 
additional  analysis  and  is  not  a  required  part  of  the  fmancial  statements  of  the 
Town  of  Stark.  Such  information  has  been  subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures 
applied  in  the  audit  of  the  general  purpose,  combining,  and  individual  fund 
financial  statements  and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  presented  in  all  material  respects 
in  relation  to  the  fmancial  statements  of  each  of  the  respective  individual  funds 
taken  as  a  whole.

Message  From  The  Superintendent  of  Schools 

2001-2002 

The  tragic  events  of  September  11,  2001  have  had  an  impact  on  all  of  our  lives. 
Although  we  may  think  that  because  of  where  we  live,  we  have  been  immune  to 
these  events,  the  reality  is  that  even  our  piece  of  the  world  has  changed  forever. 
Granted,  the  changes  have  not  been  dramatic  but  they  are  being  felt  none  the  less. 
Don't  we  hold  our  breath  until  we  are  sure  just  what  that  special  news  bulletin  is 
all  about?  Don't  we  look  at  any  out  of  ordinary  piece  of  mail  a  little  suspiciously? 
Don't  we  feel  a  little  apprehensive  about  traveling  in  the  company  of  strangers?  If 
as  adults  we  have  these  reactions,  think  about  what  our  children  must  be  feeling 
who  do  not  have  our  degree  of  experience  and  understand  to  rely  upon.  Please  let 
all  of  us  take  the  time  and  effort  to  listen  to  our  children  and  understand  and 
address  their  fears,  so  that  they  will  feel  safe  and  secure  in  this  post  September  1 1 
world. 

The  Stark  District  Educational  Improvement  Planning  Committee  sent  out  a 
survey  to  the  citizens  of  Stark  late  in  the  fall.  The  committee  is  analyzing  the 
results  of  that  survey  and  plans  are  to  use  the  information  to  refine  the  plan.  The 
committee's  intention  is  to  create  a  continuing  improvement  plan  where  new  goals 
will  be  developed  as  current  goals  are  achieved.  Because  the  intention  is  to  create 
a  continuing  improvement  plan,  the  committee  will  be  ongoing  and  any  citizen  is 
welcomed  to  join  at  any  time. 

The  Stark  School  District  was  one  of  only  eleven  districts  in  the  State  to  be  invited 
to  submit  a  proposal  for  a  Reading  Excellence  Grant.  The  goal  is  to  improve 
reading  instruction  and  'ncrease  reading  services  so  that  all  children  will  learn  to 
read  well  and  independently  by  the  end  of  third  grade.  While  research  based 
reading  mstruction  m  grades  K-3,  augmented  by  high  quality  professional  staff 
development,  is  a  major  thrust  of  the  grant,  it  also  provides  for  parent  education, 
family  literacy,  transition  programs  to  first  grade  and  extended  school  programs 
(after  school,  weekends,  and  summer).  There  is  also  a  provision  for  on  gomg 
evaluations  by  the  Donahue  Institute  at  the  University  of  Massachusetts. 

Stark  joined  in  with  the  other  North  Country  school  districts,  Stratford  and  West 
Stewartstown,  that  were  invited  to  submit  a  proposal,  and  hired  a  person  to  write 
the  grant.  The  Stark  School  District  staff  worked  very  hard  with  the  consultant  to 
develop  a  proposal,  which  was  submitted  to  the  State  early  in  January.  I  am  happy 
to  announce  that,  as  a  result  of  their  hard  work,  the  District  was  awarded  $100,000 
to  implement  the  program.  The  District  will  receive  $30,000  for  the  remainder  of 
this  school  year  and  $70,000  for  next  year.  There  is  also  a  possibility  that  the 
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District  will  receive  additional  fiinding  in  the  third  year.  The  money  awarded  on 
the  grant  goes  to  supplement  the  District's  budget  but  not  replace  anything  raised 
at  the  district  meeting.

A  safe  and  caring 
environment  where  all  students  are  appreciated  for  their  individuality  and  are  able 
to  have  positive  learning  experiences  as  they  progress  on  their  journey  towards 
being  productive,  responsible,  and  caring  members  of  society. 

We  are  fortunate  to  have  some  very  dedicated  volunteers  who  contribute  many 
very  appreciated  hours  to  help  our  school.

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Rights  of  Parents  or  Guardians 

As  the  parent  or  guardian  of  a  child  who  may  require  or  who  is  receiving  special 
education  and/or  related  services,  you  have  the  following  rights; 


• 


You  have  the  right  to  have  access  to  and  examine  all  records  relating  to  you  child's 
education. 

•  You  have  the  right  to  receive  prior  written  notice  whenever  the  local  education 
agency  proposes  to  begin  or  change  the  special  education  referral,  evaluation  and/or 
education  placement  of  your  child.  You  also  have  the  right  to  give  your  written 
consent  before  initial  special  education  placement  and  before  any  individual 
evaluation  of  your  child. 

•  You  have  the  right  to  question  any  matter,  decision,  or  recommendation  relating  to 
your  child's  referral,  evaluation  or  educational  placement. 

•  You  have  the  right  to  request  an  independent  educational  evaluation  obtained  by  the 
local  education  agency.  If  your  request  is  accepted,  certified  or  licensed  professional 
examiner  who  is  independent  of  the  local  education  agency  and  will  be  preformed  at 
no  cost  to  you  will  conduct  the  evaluation.  Should  your  request  be  denied,  you  have  a 
right  to  appeal  this  decision  as  described  below. 

•  If  you  have  any  complaints  regarding  the  referral,  evaluation  or  educational 
placement  of  your  child,  you  have  the  right  to  meet  with  the  School  Board.  If  any 
agreement  is  unable  to  be  reached,  you  have  the  right  to  an  impartial  hearing 
conducted  by  a  state-appointed  due  process  hearing  officer. 


• 


At  this  hearing,  you  have  the  right  to  be  assisted  by  person(s)  with  special  knowledge 
or  training  or  by  an  attorney  and  the  right  to  present  evidence  and  confront,  cross- 
examine  and  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses. 

•  After  this  hearing,  you  have  the  right  to  a  written  or  electronic  verbatim  recording  of 
such  hearing.  You  have  the  right  to  obtain  written  findings  of  fact  and  the  decisions  of 
the  hearing  at  no  cost  to  you. 

•  If  the  decision  of  the  impartial  hearing  at  the  local  level  is  not  acceptable  to  you,  you 
have  the  right  to  appeal  this  decision  to  the  State  Board  of  Education  or  Civil  Court. 

•  During  any  of  the  hearing  or  appeal  procedures,  your  child  shall  remain  in  the  current 
education  program,  or  if  qjplying  for  initial  admission  to  the  public  school,  shall  be 
placed  in  a  regular  program  until  all  proceedings  have  been  completed,  unless  you  and 
the  school  officials  agree  otherwise.
